Hampden 
County Sheriff's 
Department 
cited as model 

by Governor's 

Commission 

The Hampden County Sheriff’s Department 
has been cited as a model for the Commonwealth 
in a recent report by the Governor’s Commission 
on Corrections Reform. The Report is titled 
“Strengthening Public Safety, Increasing 
Accountability, and Instituting Fiscal Responsibility 
In The Department of Corrections.” 

The Report says the following about Sheriff 
Michael J. Ashe, Jr. and the Hampden County 
Sheriff’s Department: 

“The Plampden County Sheriff’s Department 
has created a positive environment for both staff 
and inmates by paying attention to very basic man¬ 
agement duties and by adapting ‘best practice’ 
approaches to managing correctional facilities and 
successful prison reentry. With the benefit of a 
long serving Sheriff, Hampden County has intro¬ 
duced approaches to inmate and staff accountabili¬ 
ty that are mutually reinforcing and that dovetail 
with high expectations for management personnel. 

“Inmates understand that their status in the 
institution and their progress toward community 
release are tied directly to their active participation 
in programs to prepare for release and to their 
institutional behavior. Similarly correctional staff 
recognize that professional advancement depends 
upon performance. 


“In this system, all parties are held accountable 
for the decisions they make. In this ‘hands-on’ way, 
the Sheriff ensures that institutional culture is con¬ 
sistent and that each persons contributing to ful¬ 
fillment of the agency’s mission. 

“Instead of simply serving their sentences, 
inmates are challenged to use the period of incar¬ 


ceration to engage in productive activities and 
make positive changes in their lives by focusing on 
their attitudes, behaviors and cognitions that 
brought them to jail. It is, in effect, the inmate’s 
job to take up the tools and directions offered and 
work toward a successful return to the communi¬ 
ty-” 


Local Farmers Cultivate A-Mais-ing Com Crops

Corn is a sort of grass whose botanical name is 
Zea Mais, believed to have been developed more 
than 7,000 years ago in Central America. 

Indians greeted Columbus with corn they 
called “mahiz” when he reached the shore of what 
is now Cuba in 1492. According to an article by 
Elaine Light, reprinted for www.post-gazette.com, 


“The early settlers would have starved without corn 
because the grains they brought with them failed to 
grow in a hostile climate. Fresh corn on the cob is 
purely American - North, South and Central - an 
eagerly awaited summer treat deemed by one 
writer, ‘summer sunlight.’ Because the sugar in the 
corn begins to turn to starch the minute it is cut 
from the stalk, it is said the water should be starting 
to boil at the same time the corn is being picked.” 

This is a realistic objective for those living in 


proximity to long-time local farms such as Cecchi 
Farms on Springfield Street, Feeding Hills, and 
Richard Stepanik Farms down the road a bit on 
Shoemaker Lane, Feeding Hills. Each farm grows 
luscious corn on the cob. When the late town histo¬ 
rian Edith LaFrancis wrote Agawam: A Town 
History, she referred to Erminio A. Cecchi, presi¬ 
dent of E. Cecchi and Sons, Inc., a family farm 
founded in 1946. 

“He was born in Italy and died here in 1979. 
The Cecchi Family continues to operate a farm on 
Springfield Street and the largest roadside market 
in town with a wide variety of plants, fruits, and veg¬ 
etables...” 

The Cecchis passed down the knowledge of the 
land from generation to generation and have con¬ 
tinued the farming tradition. Bobbv Cecchi, grand¬ 
son of Erminio Cecchi and son of owner and oper¬ 
ator Robert Cecchi, said of the current season. 
“There is plenty of healthy, delicious corn this sum¬ 
mer. We have not had to irrigate our crop as much 
as we needed to in some other Years The soil is 
conducive to producing corn and the mam other 
products we grow, harvest, and market at our farm 
stand.” 

The Cecchis have taken advantage of the 
Integrated Pest Management Program through the 
University of Massachusetts Extension Service. In 
the past, harmful pesticides have been used 
whether they were needed or not. Cecchi Farms 
hires a scout to see if there is a need for pest man¬ 
agement. If so, the mildest and least invasive 
method is used. 

“We begin picking at 7:00 a.m., and our veg¬ 
etable and fruit stand is open from 9:00 a.m. to 
7:00 p.m. Monday through Saturday and from 9:00 
a.m. to 6:00 p.m. on Sunday. Everything is fresh- 
picked every day,” Bob Cecchi noted. 

To many area residents, the seasonal opening 
of our local farm stands heralds the true beginning 
ot the summer season. On a recent visit to her 
brother’s home to attend a babv shower, Ann 
McQue paid a visit to Cecchi’s Farm Stand and was 
glad to speak with The Agawam Advertise News. 

“I grew up in this area before moving to the 
Boston area. I have my own small garden and grow 
some corn, but whenever I am in town, I make a 
special trip to visit Cecchi’s. I have been coming 
here since I was a kid."

Another local farmer who supplies area resi¬ 
dents with fresh-picked corn and other sumptuous 
fruits and vegetables is Richard Stepanik. “The 
farm has been in our family for three generations 
and we have been selling corn this season since the 
end of June,” Richard Stepanik, owner and opera¬ 
tor, told us. 

His vegetable and fruit stand is open seven 
days a week from 9:00 a.m. until 7:00 p.m. “This is 
the not only for corn but for natural tomatoes, 
blueberries, yellow beans, green beans, squash, and 
many other vegetables and fruits, all picked fresh 
first thing even day. We have yellow, white and bi¬ 
color corn, and none of our vegetables are geneti¬ 
cally altered. We appreciate and value our cus¬ 
tomers and we are hoping that the tradition of 
farming will be carried on to the next generation 
in our family.” 

Agawam is included in the Massachusetts 
Prime Farmland list (see 

http:/ nesoil.com primel.html) on the Internet. 

"Prime farmland soils are those that have the 
best combination of physical and chemical charac¬ 
teristics for producing food, feed, forage, fiber, and 
oilseed crops, and are also available for these uses 
(the soil’s use could be cropland, pastureland, for¬ 
est land, or other land, but not urban built-up or 
water). It has the soil quality, growing season, and 
moisture supply needed to economically produce 
sustained high yields of crops w hen treated and 
managed, including water management, according 
to acceptable farming methods. 

“In general, prime farmland soils, have ade¬ 
quate and dependable precipitation, a favorable 
temperature and growing season, acceptable acidi¬ 
ty or alkalinity, and few or no surface stones.” 

More information can be found in United 
States Department of Agriculture publications such 
as “Soil Taxonomy, Agriculture Handbook 43,” 
“Soil Survey Manual, Agriculture Handbook 18,” or 
other handbooks available through the U.S.D.A. 

According to Agawam: A Town History, “By 
1975, the State, which produces only 15% of its 
own food, began to realize the need to increase 
agricultural output. A crash program was put into 
effect with an offer to purchase development rights 
to farms, thus giving the farmer cash to stay in busi¬ 
ness. He could not sell to a developer, the land 
would remain as farmland. The Stare was losing 
200 farms per year for use as shopping centers, 
apartment complexes, and industry. 

“In 1978, a survey was made to learn whether 
farmers in Agawam wanted to sell their land and 
what was their opinion of the State program. Land 
included in the study did not cover much of the

tobacco acreage, which was owned by people and 
companies out of town. Thirty-one farmers were 
interviewed. Some owned their land and some 
were renting part of their farms. A noticeable fact 
about these surviving farms was that they had been 
operated by members of the same family for two or 
three generations. 

“Most of them wanted no part of selling devel¬ 
opment rights to the State. The farmers intended 
to hold on to their way of life. A talent for farming 
and a unique sense of independence and self- 
reliance urged them to continue. 

“One of the best parts about living in 
Agawam/Feeding Hills is the absolute abundance 
of freshly picked, locally grown corn and other veg¬ 
etables and fruits.” 


Town seeks 
members for 
Commission on 
Disabilities 

The Town of Agawam is seeking members for 
the Commission on Disabilities to assist in the inte¬ 
gration and participation of people with disabili¬ 
ties in Agawam.

The terms of the first members of said com¬ 
mission shall be of one, two, or three years, and so 
arranged that the term of one-third of the mem¬ 
bers expires each year, and their successor shall be 
appointed for terms of three years each.

State Representative Dan Keenan joined his 
colleagues this week in accepting the conference 
committee report restructuring the 
Commonwealth’s roads and mass transit manage¬ 
ment system. 

The report, which gained House support, con¬ 
solidates agencies and authorities under the 
Executive Office of Transportation (EOT). It is to 
be headed by a Secretary of Transportation who 
will be appointed by the Governor. The EOT 
becomes the principal entity for transportation 
planning and coordination in the Commonwealth. 

“Consolidating the Commonwealth’s trans¬ 
portation entities in this manner streamlines servic¬ 
es, eliminates duplication and makes the manage¬ 
ment of transportation services more effective and 
efficient,” Keenan added. 

Under the proposal, the Secretary of

Transportation will be the chairman of the 
Massachusetts Turnpike Authority, the 
Massachusetts Aeronautics Commission, and the 
Council of Regional Transit Authorities. 

The secretary will also become a voting mem¬ 
ber of the Massachusetts Port Authority board and 
will continue to chair the board of the MBTA. 

The report awaits the approval.of the Governor 
in order for the consolidation and reform to begin.

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Senate protects Massachusetts' most vulnerable 

Senate passes bill providing stricter penalties for abusers of the elderly and disabled 


In a full formal Senate session on Beacon Hill, 
Senator Linda J. Melconian (D-Springfield) led the 
charge with Senate colleagues to unanimously pass 
legislation that would implement stricter penalties 
for those guiltv of elderly abuse. 

The collaborative effort was sponsored by 
Senator Melconian and Attorney General Reily with 
support from several other Senate colleagues. 

Melconian has dedicated much of her career 
fighting against numerous forms of abuse. “As legis¬ 
lators we must work to ensure the safety of all our 


citizens, especially those most vulnerable. 1 am 
pleased to announce that we've touched upon that 
goal today," Melconian said. 

Previously, the Attorney General could recover 
civil fines up to $2,500 against a person who abuses, 
mistreats, or neglects a patient in a long-term care 
facility. Senate bill 1083 increases and “staircases” 
fines providing $5,000 lines for neglect without bod¬ 
ily injury; $10,000 for neglect with bodily injury; 
$20,000 for neglect with serious body injury; and 
$50,000 for neglect resulting in death. 


The bill holds accountable administrators and 
supervisors who permit abuse violations caused by 
those persons acting “wantonly” or “recklessly” and 
endangering the lives of their patients. It also cre¬ 
ates a new crime and penalty for assault and battery 
upon the elderly and the disabled in cases where 
there is no injury. 

“Our laws must reflect our refusal to abandon 
citizens in need,” Melconian argues, “strengthening 
penalties provides safety and piece of mind, I am 
glad to have been a part of such vital legislation.”

WHEREAS, the Agawam City Council accepted 
Massachusetts General Laws Chapter 40 ss 8J to 
establish a local Commission on Disability; and 

WHEREAS, Massachusetts General Laws 
Chapter 40 ss 22G provides that “Any city or town 
which has accepted the provisions of section eight J 
(of Chapter 40) is hereby authorized to allocate 
funds received from fines assessed for violations of 
handicap parking in said city or town to the com¬ 
mission on disabilities.” (A copy of Chapter 40 ss 
22G is attached hereto); and 

WHEREAS, “Funds so received shall be 
deposited by the city or town treasurer in a sepa¬ 
rate account and shall.be used solely for the benefit 
of persons with disabilities. Said account shall be 
established by the city 'or town treasurer and shall 
be kept separate and apart from all other monies. 
Expenditures from said account, including accrued 


interest, if any, shall be made upon the recommen¬ 
dation of the commission on disabilities in accor¬ 
dance with the accepted procedures of the city or 
town for the disbursement of funds, including the 
approval of the mayor and city council or the town 
manager or board of selectman. The city or town 
accountant shall submit annually a report of said 
account to the mayor and city council or the town 
.manager and board of selectmen for review and a 
copy of said report shall be forwarded to the 
bureau of accounts; and 

WHEREAS, it is in the best interest of the City 
to increase the parking fines and to authorize the 
allocation of all funds received from fines assessed 
for violations of handicap parking in the City of 
Agawam to the local Commission on Disabilities, 
and to allow for the removal of any parked or 
standing vehicle in violation of ss 169-24 A. (23) 
and/or ss 169-24-A. (24) of die Code of the Town 
of Agawam in accordance with Massachusetts 
General Laws Chapter 40 ss 22D (A copy of 
Chapter 40 ss 22D is attached hereto); 

NOW THEREFORE, the Agawam City Council 
hereby resolves, ordains and enacts the following 
amendment to ss 169-24 B. (3) of the Code of the 
Town of Agawam as follows: 

DELETE the following in its entirety: 

Pursuant to MGL C. 40, ss 22A, the penalty for 
offenses in Subsections A(23) through (24), inclu¬ 
sive shall be a fine in the amount of fifty dollars 
($50) if paid within twenty-one (21) days; the fine 
shall increase to sixty dollars ($60) if paid there¬ 
after but before the parking clerk reports to the 
Registrar of Motor Vehicles; and the fine shall 
increase to one hundred dollars ($100) if paid 
thereafter. 

ADD the following: 

(3) Pursuant to MGL C. 40 ss 22A, the penalty 
for violations of ss 169-24A. (23) and/or ss 169-24 
A. (24) of the Code of the Town of Agawam shall 
be a fine in the amount of three hundred dollars 
($300.00), and all funds received from fines 
assessed for violations of ss 169-24 A. (23) and/or ss 
169-24 A. (24) of the Code of the Town of Agawam 
shall be allocated to the local Commission on 
Disabilities in accordance with Massachusetts 
General Laws Chapter 40 ss 22G; and any vehicle 
parked or standing in violation of ss 169-24 A. (23) 
and/or ss 169-24 A. (24) of the Code of the Town 
of Agawam, or on any part of any way under the 
control of the City of Agawam in'such a manner as 
to obstruct any curb ramp designed for use by 
handicapped persons as means of egress to a street 
or public way, or to occupy or obstruct any parking 
space reserved for a vehicle used by a disabled vet¬ 
eran or handicapped person whose vehicle bears 
the distinguishing license plate, or displays the spe¬ 
cial parking identification plate authorized by sec¬ 
tion two of chapter ninety, or bears the official 
identification of a handicapped person issued by 
any other state, or any Canadian Province, may be 
removed as provided in accordance with 
Massachusetts General Laws Chapter 40 ss 22D.

We exist to respond to quality-of- 
life needs of veterans and their fami¬ 
lies, teach youth the obligations of 
U.S. citizenship, work for a strong 
national defense and uphold the 
principles of the Constitution. To do 
so, without question, requires consis¬ 
tent influence in Washington. 

To serve those who have worn a 
military uniform, we must stay con¬ 
nected to elected officials and main¬ 
tain a vigilant presence on Capitol 
Hill. From the creation of the GI Bill 
to veterans’ benefits to flag protec¬ 


tion, our organization has remained 
engaged with politicians of all parties 
for the sake of a strong America.

But we get to 
decide who will be the president and 
Congress. 

The right to vote is one of the 
many freedoms for which we fought - 
and for which many died. Veterans, 
above all, should recognize the pre¬ 
cious privilege of having a say in who 
governs these United States. Thus, 
The American Legion would be 
remiss if it did not emphasize to our 


members the power of casting a bal¬ 
lot. In fact, we should consider our¬ 
selves obligated. 

America is at war. Our votes will 
determine the future of operations in 
Iraq and Afghanistan, as well as the 
uality of fife for those serving, 
xtended deployments have resulted 
in hardships for many Reservists and 
Guardsmen. Enlisted personnel are 
often concerned about having suffi¬ 
cient income and proper medical 
care for their families. 

Just as important, those fighting 
the war on terror deserve a strong VA 
health-care system. When they return 
home, will they face the same obsta¬ 
cles at VA as done to soldiers and 
sailors of past wars? VA has virtually 
shut out Category 8 veterans from 
health-care access, and Congress is 
unwilling to allow veterans to “pay 
their own way" with Medicare. The 


1996 legislation opening VA’s doors 
to every U.S. veteran is all but forgot¬ 
ten. Meanwhile, retired military per¬ 
sonnel are the only retired govern¬ 
ment workers not entitled to receive 
full disability. 

More than any press release or 
congressional testimony, our greatest 
hope for change is the individual 
vote. Strength in numbers: that’s what 
The American Legion’s Impact 2004 
campaign is about. We have an 
opportunity to impact this year's 
races by educating veterans and mili¬ 
tary personnel on the issues that most 
concern them, helping them to cast 
informed and responsible ballots.

Tapping Into The 
Power Of Prayer 


Whenever we venture into a grocery store, 
one thing we will invariably see is people pushing 
shopping carts around, up and down the aisles, 
looking for the items they wish to purchase. Most 
of the people already have in mind what they are 
looking for, and many of them have a shopping 
list. It is almost “pocketbook suicide” to go food 
shopping without a list of some#sort. 

Sometimes we tend to think of prayer as 
being somewhat akin to a shopping list. Most peo¬ 
ple probably don’t sit down at the kitchen table, 
pondering what it is that we would most like. 
Nevertheless, we treat prayer as though it was 
something like a shopping expedition. Much as 
we tell the butcher or deli person what slice of 
meat we want, we tell God that we want this or 
that thing, or for this or that to happen. 
Sometimes, people go so far as to write a prayer 
list down. 

When we think of prayer as a shopping list, or 
treat prayer that way, we are almost surely des¬ 
tined to disappointment and frustration. How 
many of us have heard people say, “I prayed, but 
nothing happened?” How many of us have said or 
thought that ourselves? We’re not alone. Just 
about everybody has been in that boat at one time 
or another. 


When we hit the walls of frustration about 
prayer, we have two choices we can make. One 
choice is to give up, chalking the whole thing up 
to experience and moving on. Many people have 
done that. Some of those people have completely 
abandoned their faith in God. Others in that 
crowd have modified their belief in God, that He 
is out there, but that His involvement in our lives 
is limited somewhat. In either case, they deter¬ 
mine that prayer jitst doesn’t work for them. 

Other people, upon discovering that prayer is 
not a shopping list, decide to find out what prayer 
is really all about. One group of people who did 
that was the initial followers of Jesus. They 
observed that Jesus prayed a lot. They no doubt 
noticed that when Jesus went off to be alone with 
God in prayer, He returned energized and 
empowered. They saw first hand the spiritual 
power that emanated from Jesus. They wanted to 
tap into the power of prayer, like Jesus did. 

One day Jesus was praying in a certain place. 
When He finished, one of His disciples said to Him, 
“Lord, teach us to pray, just as John taught his disci¬ 
ples. ” He said to them, “When you pray, say: “ 
‘ Father, hallowed be Your name, Your kingdom come. 
May Your will be done on earth as it is in heaven. 
Give us each day our daily bread. Forgive us our sins, 
for we also forgive everyone who sins against us. And 
lead us not into temptation. ’ “ 

The first thing Jesus wanted His followers to 
understand is that God is our Father. Some of us 
are fortunate enough to have good fathers, who 
filled their roles pretty well. Others are not so for¬ 
tunate, but probably knew somebody who was. 
The point is that a good father is the person we 
can always go to, no matter what. We don’t have 
to be perfect, because we are our father’s chil¬ 
dren. We don’t have to be perfect in order to seek 
our heavenly Father, either. 

When we’ve repeated the words of this prayer 
in church or elsewhere, how easily do the words 
flow from our mouths without quite touching our 
hearts or minds? When we say “ hallowed be Your 
name,” what does that actually mean? The diction¬ 
ary says that “hallow” means to revere or venerate, 


to treat with deep respect, even awe. This brings 
us back to the Ten Commandmems, where God 
demanded that His name be treated v ith respect. 

On several occasions, Jesus said, “Repent, for 
the kingdom of God is near. ’’The kingd< >m of God is 
not a place or location. It cannot be found on a 
map. The Bible tells us that the kingdom of God is 
not a matter of eating and drinking, but of righteous¬ 
ness, peace and joy in the Holy Spirit, vny rational 
person should pray as Jesus directed. “Your king¬ 
dom come. ” 

Part of respecting God is recognizing that He 
is God and we are not. Here, we get close to the 
shopping list phenomenon. Jesus puts out the 
challenge: why do we think so highly of ourselves 
that we should insist that what we want is so 
important? If we truly hallow God, we are more 
likely to say and to think, “Whatever You want to 
do in my life is okay by me.' Jesus said to pray, 
“May Your will be done on earth as it is in heaven. 
Give us each day our daily bread. ” 

People with a shopping, list mentality about 
prayer also tend to give up too easily. One of the 1 
many benefits of prayer is that we get to be in 
God's presence and to speak with Him. From 
God’s perspective, He enjoy s our company. Jesus 
encouraged His followers to be steadfast in 
prayer, with a parable and a promise. 

Then He said to them, “Suppose one of you has a 
friend, and he goes to him at midnight and says, 
Friend, lend me three loaves of bread, because a 
friend of mine on a journey has come to me, and I 
have nothing to set before him.' Then the one inside 
answers, ‘Don't bother me. The door is already locked, 
and my children are with me in bed. I can't get up 
and give you anything. ’ I tell you. though he mill not 
get up and give him the bread because he is his friend, 
yet because of the man’s boldness he will get up and 
give him as much as he needs. 

And now for Jesus' promise that we can tap 
into the power of prayer: “So I say to you: Ask and 
it will be given to you; seek and you will find: knock 
and the door will be opened to you. For everyone who 
asks receives; he who seeks finds; and to him who 
knocks, the door will be opened.”

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Backyard grilling tips 

for summer safety 


Hallux Valgus 

This condition occurs at the big toe in the 
foot, the toe deviates to the side toward the other 
toes. 

Sometimes die deviation is so great it overlaps 
the second toe. This may cause bone growth and 
swelling. 

The friction against the shoe can cause the 
development of a bursa, which frequently becomes 
tender and inflamed. 

Interesting to note this condition is nearly 
non-existent in non-shoe wearing populations of 
the world. 

Also, hallux valgus was virtually unknown in 
Japan until the increase in leather shoe wear and 
decrease use of the traditional open clog. Females 
outnumber males in this condition 9 to 1. Perhaps 
shoe designers should be aware of this fact! 

Some recommendations for this condition 
include: 

• try to avoid wearing shoes whenever possible 
(your work may have a problem with this, so per¬ 
haps try this at home); 

• wear low heeled shoes with adequate room 
for the toe box; 

• wear sandals with straps that do not fall on 
the deformity’ 

• if you tend to pronate, arch supports can be 
helpful’ 

• taping of the joint sometimes helps the 
region; 

• adjusting die joint and working on the mus¬ 
cles helps decrease stress in the region.

Having cookouts out in your backyard is a pop¬ 
ular is a popular way to spend your summer days. 
With fun, also comes great responsibility. The 
American Red Cross, Pioneer Valley Chapter, issues 
the following tips for backyard grilling. 

° Keep hoi foods hot and cold foods cold. 
Leave meats and other food in the refrigerator or 
cooler until you are ready to grill them 

• Cook hamburgers and other ground meat 
until the meat has reached the desired tempera¬ 
ture of 165 degrees fahrenheit. 

• Marinate raw fish, meat or poultry in a glass 
dish in the refrigerator. Do not use the marinade as 
a basting sauce or dip if raw meat has been placed 
in it. 

• Pre-cooking meat in the microwave or range 
is a time-saver, but make sure the meat goes directly 
from the oven or microwave onto the grill. Do not 
let partially cooked meat sit out on the counter. 

• Charcoal should burn for 30-minutes before 
cooking. The coals should have a light ash coating 
for best results. 

• Use a meat thermometer for meat. Roasts 
should reach 145 degrees fahrenheit for medium 
rare and 160 F for medium. Whole poultry should 
reach 180 degrees. 

• Do not put cooked food on plates that have 
held raw meat. Any containers, cutting boards or 
utensils used to prepare raw meat for the grill 
should be washed before being used again. Also, 


wash your hands in soapy water before and after 
handling meat. 

° Throw out any leftover food, hot or cold, that 
has been left out for more than two hours.

1754 Gravestone Found 
Chi Rowley St. Field 
(Part 2) 

(Continued from last week...) 

Mrs. Curry then sought the assistance of Mr. 
James Westman. Agawam Town Manager, who 
immediately authorized the town to remove the 
tombstone to its apparent and rightful place beside 
the father’s grave. On Halloween evening, Mrs. 
C.Urry was informed by the Valenti family that the 
stone had been removed that day. 

Unquestionably, many people might wonder 
how the stone of Hemon Ely ever found its way to 
the Rowley Street area. Perhaps this can best be 
answered by an excerpt from page 76 of the West 
Springfield Town History of 1969: 

“Early in the 20th century, vandals disturbed 
the stones in the Union Street Cemetery. Since the 
original location of the graves could not be deter¬ 
mined, the stones do not now correspond to the 
actual burial spots and there are many empty 
places. The names that still can be read represent 
the earliest settlers in West Springfield: Ashley, 
Bagg, Barber, Bedurtha, Cooper. Day, Dumbleton, 
Ely...” 

Strangely enough the father’s stone is almost 
identical to that of the son. A photograph of 
Ensign John Ely’s tombstone can be found on page 
79 of the same text. It is interesting to note that 
Ensign Ely died on May 22. 1754 just a few days 
after the death of Hemon. 

According to Mrs. Curry, the important aspect 
of the whole affair lies in the final return of the 
tombstone to the Union Street site and the plot 
now assigned to the Ely family. Who can say how- 
many years the stone of Hemon Ely lay unnoticed 
until now? Mrs. Curry stated, “In any event, this is 
a fine example of the local historical associations 
working through the efforts of interested citizens 
in both communities to right an apparent wrong!”

International Investing 

Are you putting patriotism before profits? 
When it comes to long-term investing and maximiz¬ 
ing returns, most consumers are best off keeping a 
global perspective and separating their politics and 
emotions from their investment strategies. 

The Case for Diversification 

If you are not investing overseas you may be 
missing mam of the world’s investment opportuni¬ 
ties. When combined with U.S. holdings, investing 
internationally makes your portfolio less volatile. In 
addition, economic growth in some countries has 
been faster in the past couple of years than it’s 
been here in the U.S. Moreover, many internation¬ 
al companies pay out more in dividends to retain 
their shareholders. 

Ultimately, the numbers speak for themselves. 
A stock portfolio that allocated 80% in US stocks to 
20% to international stocks has historically earned 
higher average annual returns and had less variabil¬ 
ity' in returns than a purely domestic portfolio. 

How to Invest in Foreign Equities 

In the past, gaining exposure to international 
companies was difficult for the small investor. 
Along with higher transaction cost, information 
was not ready available and many people were not 
familiar with foreign investment opportunities. 

However, today it is much easier to invest in 
foreign equities and many financial advisors recom¬ 
mend that long-term investors allocate 20% to 25% 
of an equity portfolio to international stocks. One 
way to do so is to invest in stocks of U.S. companies 
that derive a large portion of their annual revenue 


from overseas markets. Examples of such compa¬ 
nies are Coca-Cola, McDonald's and American 
Express. 

Yon can also buv stocks of foreign companies 
through American Depositary Receipts (ADR’s), 
w hich are traded on the New York Stock Exchange 
and through mutual funds that invest in foreign 
companies. ADR’s are negotiable certificates that 
represent the shares of a publicly-traded foreign 
company. 

Perhaps the easiest way to invest internationally 
is to buy shares of broadly diversified international 
mutual funds that invest exclusively overseas or 
global funds that may buy a mix of foreign and US 
stocks. 

More aggressive investors may also want to 
invest in regional or country funds. These funds 
are designed to take advantage of specific opportu¬ 
nities in both developed and emerging markets. 
Beware that they carry an increased risk of volatili¬ 
ty. 

Keep in mind that even if you only invest in 
stocks of U.S. companies, you may already have 
some international exposure in your investment 
portfolio. Many of the factors that affect foreign 
companies also affect the foreign business opera¬ 
tions of U.S. companies. The rear that economic 
problems around the globe will hurt the operations 
of U.S. companies can cause dramatic changes in 
U.S. stock prices. 

Reducing Risks 

Although you take risks when you invest in any 
stock, international investing has some special 
risks, such as changes in currency exchange rates. 
When the exchange rate between the foreign cur¬ 
rency of an international investment and the U.S. 
dollar changes, it can increase or reduce your 
investment return. For example, if the foreign cur¬ 
rency weakens compared to the U.S. dollar, your 
returns may decrease because your earnings trans¬ 
late into fewer dollars. 

Foreign markets, like all markets, can also 
experience dramatic changes in market value. One 
way to reduce the impact of these price changes or 
currency exchange rates is to invest for the long¬ 
term and ride out sharp upswings and downturns 
in the market. 

It can also be difficult 
for investors to undcr- 
stand all the political,

tors that influence foreign markets. These factors 
provide diversification for a portfolio of U.S. securi¬ 
ties but also contribute to the risk of international 
investing.

You can get copies 
from the SEC’s public reference branch tor a small 
copying fee by calling 202-942-8090. 

Mutual fund firms - You can get a prospectus 
for a particular mutual fund directly from the 
mutual fund firm or their Web site. 

The Company - Foreign companies often pre¬ 
pare annual reports and many publish an English 
language version. 

Financial Advisor - A qualified financial advi¬ 
sor can help you balance your holdings and diversi¬ 
fy your portfolio witli the right kind and the right 
amount of international investments as part of a 
comprehensive financial plan.

We have written so much about 
Spyware, I’m sure you are sick of 
hearing about it. We see so many PCs 
each week that are so badly infected 
they no longer run that I feel the 
need to keep reminding people this 
is not something that happens to 
“other” people. 

You don’t need go to “bad” sites 
or open all your SPAM e-mails; all you 
need to do is let your guard down for 
a moment. There have been many 
programs and utilities developed to 
help keep your PC safe, but there is 
not one product that is good at every¬ 
thing. Just to recap what is available 
with my personal preferences: 

Virus Protection - A must to have 
it and update it weekly. My recom¬ 
mendation is Symantec’s Norton 
antivirus. The cost is around $29.99 
and $19.99 a year to keep it updated. 

Firewall - 1 recommend 

ZoneAlarm. The free version is Fine 
for most people 

Spyware detectors - Spybot S&D 
and Ad-Aware are the top-rated 
detectors. Spybot is free and ad- 
Awa’re has a free version as well as two 
paid versions for added protection. 
These must also be updated on a reg¬ 
ular basis. 

Belarc: This does not detect or 
protect, what it will do is give you a 
printout of all the hardware and soft¬ 
ware that is installed on your PC. This 
is very valuable information if your 
PC needs to be re-formatted. I rec¬ 
ommend that you print a copy and 
put it with your original software 
disks. 


Once you have been infected 
there are some tools to help clean up 
your PC. One of the most common 
and worst Spyware is CoolWebSearch 
(CWS). There are about 30 variations 
of this and the newest one is always 
next to impossible to get rid of. Each 
time someone figures it out, a new 
version appears. This will take over 
your home page and send many pop 
ups. Ironically many of the pop ups 
are to purchase products to get rid of 
Spyware! 

There is a free download “CWS 
Shredder” that is easy to use and will 
attempt to get rid of all known ver¬ 
sions of CWS. There is also a program 
that is not easy to use but works well, 
called “HiJackThis”. This should 
NOT be used by anyone that does not 
understand what internal windows 
programs must be running and 
which are Spyware or more damage 
can be done to the system. It does 
not identify Spyware vs. legitimate 
programs; ii shows ALL running pro¬ 
grams both good and bad. 

It is best for everyone to take all 
steps possible to prevent infection 
and if it does happen seek help to 
correct the problems.

Food for thought regarding divorce 
Part I of II 


“Begin with the end in mind.” 

Good advice generally, and par¬ 
ticularly good in the field of divorce, 
according to one family law practi¬ 
tioner, who states that “marriage 
does not end in divorce. Physical 
proximity may end, sexual intimacy 
may end, but the relationship contin¬ 
ues, especially if there are children 
or it was a long marriage.” 

The way a husband and a wife 
handle their divorce will also 
unavoidably and substantially affect 
- for better or for worse - the ongoing 
relationship that is sometimes called 
“aftermarriage.” 

For many, the prospect of a con¬ 
tinuing relationship with their soon- 
to-be-ex-spouse is not only unforseen 
but anathema. Yet, like it or not, 
most of them will continue, post¬ 
divorce, to play out the same scenar¬ 
ios of disappointment, anger, blame, 
or victimization that caused their 
marriage to end. 

Divorcing couples should choose 
a process for ending their marriage - 
whether they use a lawyer-assisted 
negotiation, mediation, collaborative 
law, litigation, or some combination 
of these - with the understanding 
that their choice will inevitably exert 
a powerful shaping force on their 
aftermarriage relationship. 


The worse outcomes 
arise from bitterly con¬ 
tested divorces. An equal¬ 
ly powerful influence on 
the course of aftermar¬ 
riage is the type of mar¬ 
riage bargain the parties 
strike in the first place. 

Some types of these 
marriages are: “the classic 
marriage,” with one 
spouse earning a living 
and the other raising the 
children; “the companion 
marriage,” with both 
spouses working and sharing respon¬ 
sibilities at home; “the protectorate 
marriage,” with one party (usually 
older) looking after the other; “the 
complex marriage,” in which other 
parties (possibly a parent, ex-spouse, 
or child from a former marriage) are 
deeply involved; and “the failed 
affair/short marriage,” in which 
there are no children and therefore 
little need for realignment after 
divorce. 

The expectations that the parties 
bring to their original relationship 
endure, and powerfully influence not 
only the parties’ post-divorce expec¬ 
tations of each other but also the 
reactions of others, such as relatives, 
friends, and the courts, to the terms 
of their divorce. 

For example, when a husband 
and wife in a “classic marriage” 
divorce, the expectation is that the 
husband will continue to provide 
long-term financial support for the 
wife, at least if the marriage is rela¬ 
tively long-term, at a level that 
enables each party to live (if possible) 
as they did during the marriage. 

When a couple in a “short mar¬ 
riage” with no children divorce, no 
such expectations exists.

A Checkup For 
Your New Home 


Even when your potential 
new home looks absolutely pris¬ 
tine and perfect, you will need 
the services of a home inspector.

Most 
home inspectors have training in 
some aspect of consU uction, but 
an accredited home inspector 
will also have a membership with 
some organization such as ASH I - 
the American Society of Home 
Inspectors. These organizations 
ensure their members have 
passed competency exams, 
adhere to standards of practice 
and operate within a strict code 
of ethics, as well as participate in 
continuing education in their 
field. 

A home inspection should 


take somewhere around three 
hours and a qualified inspector 
will not only want you to attend 
the inspection but will encourage 
questions. After all, this will be 
your new home and you will need 
to be armed with as much infor¬ 
mation as possible. You will want 
to know how long it will be 
before you need to look at replac¬ 
ing any of the mechanicals, when 
to schedule maintenance or 
whether there are any safety 
issues. It can also provide insight 
on the home’s construction tech¬ 
niques and give ballpark esti¬ 
mates on any repairs that might 
need to be addressed. However, 
you need to beware of any home 
inspectors who offer to do these 
repairs themselves. 

A home inspector should be 
totally objective and provide a 
quality report. And they should 
be available after the inspection 
to answer any follow-up ques¬ 
tions. Costs can vary, but never 
make a choice dependent on 
price.

Anna Deavere Smith, celebrated 
actor, playwright, and New York 
University professor, gave the Bryn 
Mawr College commencement convo¬ 
cation address.

“My goal is for some of you not to 
make homes, but to carry tents, and 
to pitch them not in the safe houses 
but in the crossroads of ambiguity. 


Here is where you will meet and 
learn to engage with others across all 
kinds of boundaries. It’s the roaming 
homemaker that we need in the 
world today,” said Smith, whose work 
as a playwright was described by 
Newsweek as exploring the American 
character by blending “theatrical art, 
social commentary, journalism and 
intimate reverie.” 

Smith, well-known for her 
groundbreaking solo performances, 
including the Obie Award winners 
Fires in The Mirror and Twilight: 
Los Angeles 1992, included charac¬ 
ters from the two performances in 
her address. 

Her explanation of the house¬ 
work and homemaking needed in 
today’s world included her portrayal 
of characters who were able to “move 
outside of the house at any given 
moment to solve a problem.” 

Smith also portrayed characters 
who questioned authority and official 
“ truths’' and were passionate about 
their beliefs. 

Bryn Mawr is a liberal arts col¬ 
lege in suburban Philadelphia for 
women who share an intense intel¬ 
lectual commitment, a self-directed 
and purposeful vision and a desire to 
make a meaningful contribution to 
the world. 

The college includes an under¬ 
graduate school of 1,200, two coedu¬ 
cational graduate schools, and the 
Postbaccalaureate Premedical 
Program.

Girls Scouts Gather For “A Walk Thru History” 


In late spring, 130 Girl Scouts of 
all program levels in Agawam (Daisy, 
Brownie, Junior, Cadette, and 
Senior) joined together for a camping 
weekend at beautiful Camp Bonnie 
Brae (CBB) in East Otis. As the Girl 
Scouts arrived at this woody retreat 
at the foot of the Berkshire, they 
were met by Girl Scout leaders in 
Colonial dress, which helped them 
get into the spirit of the event. 

The theme of the camporee was 
“A Walk Thru History.” The girls 
would be exploring different time 
periods in our country’s history, learn 
about their past, where they came 
from, and find out if girls back then 
lived and played the same way we do 
today. Two badges, “Moments in 
Time” for Brownies and “A Walk thru 
History” for Juniors, had been 
designed especially for this campo¬ 
ree. The girls settled into their 
assigned tents and cabins that 
Friday evening, then gathered 
around the campfire to eat a snack, 
enjoy an evening of songs, and meet 
other troops that had come to the 
camporee. 

The main program started 
Saturday morning with an opening 
ceremony, called “A Closer Walk thru 
History with Juliette Low” (GS 
founder in USA) - Part 1. The cere¬ 
mony girls, who had practiced for two 
meetings before the event, had quite 
a story to tell about Daisy (her nick¬ 
name), starting from birth in 1860 
and early childhood, up to the time 
she started the first GS troop in 
1912. Everyone enjoyed the blown-up 


pictures and tales of her weaving 
taffy into her hair (she loved trying 
new things) and covering a cow with 
her mother’s bedspread (it was cold).- 
All began to admire Daisy’s fierce 
determination and spirit “to get the 
job done” in spite of many handicaps 
and obstacles. 

After the opening ceremony, the 
girls were split up into six groups to 
begin their rotation through the dif¬ 
ferent time periods. Most of the 
planned activities were organized 
and led by girls from two older 
Junior troops bridging up to Cadettes 
this year, number 557 and number 
544. Since the weather stayed with 
them all weekend, they were able to 
follow “Plan A.” The girls learned to 
have a “Plan B” because two years 
ago had seen wintry, blizzard condi¬ 
tions in May and many last minute 
changes had to be instituted. This 
time, everyone was following the GS 
motto, “Be Prepared!” 

As the girls traveled to the 
Colonial Station, they were met by 
Rob Keenan, a Revolutionary War re¬ 
enactor who did a presentation with 
emphasis on camp life. Kathy 
Keenan, his wife, directed the “Bread 
and Butter Station.” Here, the girls 
made cornbread batter and shook 
heavy cream in baby food jars until it 
formed butter. They would sample 
their cornbread and butter later at 
supper. 

At the Pioneer Station, the girls 
wound their way through an obstacle 
course and played other old-fash¬ 
ioned games and songs. At the Civil 


War Station (1850’s), they made 
Confederate flags. After learning 
about air power at the World War II 
Station (1940’s), they put together 
balsam wood planes, painted them 
military colors, and practiced flying 
them. While visiting the “Roaring 
20’s,” they had their photo taken in 
flapper dresses and beads and deco¬ 
rated a picture frame. What a good 
souvenir to take home! 

One of the highlights of the 
camporee was the “Victorian Lady” 
who visited CBB after lunch. As 
everyone sat together on the dining 
hall porch overlooking Big Pond that 
beautiful spring day, they were treat¬ 
ed to a very unique history lesson. As 
she changed her apparel by dressing 
herself into and out of the appropri¬ 
ate garments, everyone learned what 
life was like for young women in the 
early 1900’s. What an era that was! 

After finishing the time period 
rotations, everyone enjoyed a little 
“Me” time before supper. S’mores 
were a welcome dessert that night. 
Dancing then proved to be a popular 
activity for the girls, while some of 
the adults “caved in” from the day’s 
exhaustive activities. 

At the Sunday morning closing 
ceremony, the girls took down the 
flag and relayed Part 2 of “A Closer 
Walk thru History with Juliette 
Low. They learned about the first 
GS handbooks, uniforms, and activi¬ 
ties and how quickly Girl Scouting 
grew from its early start in 1912 to 
become a worldwide organization. 

To summarize how the girls felt. 


“walking in the footsteps” of the 
remarkable founder, each girl chose 
an adjective card to describe her 
(strong, adventurous, artistic, stub¬ 
born, etc.). Each, in turn, added their 
adjective card to form a collage and 
then joined hands to make a friend¬ 
ship and peace chain. 

Before leaving for home, every¬ 
one filled out a Camporee Survey 
(evaluation) and were reminded at 
site inspection to “Take Nothing But 
Pictures, Leave Nothing But 
Footprints.” 

In addition to the tangibles 
(badges, swaps, pictures, crafts), 
what will everyone recall about CBB 
when they look back on the campo¬ 
ree? Will it be the warmth and look of 
the campfire embers, the smell of a 
new (or old) sleeping bag, the view at 
Big Pond, the extreme darkness that 
encompasses the camp at night (oh, 
for a flashlight with new batteries), 
the ring of the gong, those pesky 
Mayflies, the fun and tired feeling 
that comes from talking half the 
night with friends, OR the birds and 
chipmunks rustling (oh, so close) 
near the tent in the morning? 

Then again, maybe everyone will 
just remember what it felt like to be 
free from the confines of the city 
environment for a while. Perhaps 
these will be some of the sights, 
sounds, smells, and feelings that will 
remain forever as part of the camp 
memories.

Chip Close 

When you face a short chip that you 
intend to strike 'much as you would a putt, do 
what you should also do with a putt: Play the 
ball closer to your body. 

This positions your eyes over the intend¬ 
ed line, allowing you to read breaks and rolls 


much more effectively, and also helps you 
swing the club straight back and through. 
When the ball is farther from your feet, you 
may have a tendency to swing inside-out, or 
vice versa, and push or pull the chip. 

Just play the ball closer to your body - 
position it off your right toe, keep your 
hands ahead, and swing firmly back and 
through.
